The thoughtful reader will per-

The bill to permit women who have for 
three years been members of the bar of 
‘the highest court of any state, to practice 
before the United States supreme court, 
was passed in the senate, lust Friday, the 
vote being 39 and 20. General Gordon 
voted “ aye” and Mr. Hill “no.” In the 
house Mr. Stephens presented the res- 
olutions of the general assembly of (reor- 
gia in favor of the passage of the bill to 
deyote the proceeds of the public lands 
to popular education. An adverse report 
was presented on the bill for the relief of 
Joel A. Billups, and the bill was laid or 
the table. The evening session was de- 
voted to bills from the committee on coin- 
age, Mr. Stephens being frequently on the 
floor. The house adjourned on account 
of the want of a quorum before action 
was had on the bill to provide for the ex- 
change of silver coin for greenbacks. 

The bill directing the secretary of war 
and the attorney-general to settle with 
various southern railroad companies that 
had received United States rolling stock, 


the case of the Western and Atlantic 
road, was freely discussed in the senate 
last Saturday. The substitute submitted 
hy the senate committee on military af- 
fairs provides that no abatement on ac- 
eount of over-valuation shall exceed 
twenty-five per cent. After a long dis- 
cussion the roll was twice called on mo- 
tions to adjourn, Mr. Hill voting each 
time “aye” and General Gordon “no.” 
The senate finally adjourned without act- 
ing on the bill. In the house, the bill to 
make silver coin exchangeable for green- 
hacks was laid on the table by a vote of 
127 to 105. All the Georgia members 
voted “no,” except Mr. Blount, who did 
not vote.

The army bill, which had been pend- 
ing all the week, was disposed of on the 
last day of the week. Theamendment to 
transfer the Indian bureau to the war de- 
partment was rejected by a vote of 68 
yeas to 10] nays. 
voted “no,” Messrs. Harris and Felton 
being two of that number. — By a strict 
party vote a. provision was adopted that 
imposes a fine and imprisonment upon 
any officer of the army who takes troops 
to any polling place on the day of elec- 
tion. The bill, as it passed the house, re- 
duces the general staff one. brigadier- 
general, two colonels and three majors, 
and the artillery ten first lieutenants and 
five second lieutenants. The cavalry is 
reduced from ten to eight regiments, two 
colonels, two lieutenant-colonels, six 
majors, twenty-four captains and twenty- 
four second lieutenants being dropped, 
While the first leutenants are increased 
by thirty-two and the chaplains by six. 
The infantry is reduced from twenty-five 
to eighteen regiments, losing seven colo- 
nels, seven lieutenant-colonels, thirty-four 
captains, eighty-four first lieutenants and 
thirty-four second lieutenants, the majors 
being increased twenty-nine and the chap- 
lains sixteen. ‘The quartermaster’s de- 
partinent is reduced two colonels, three 
lieutenant-colonels, six majors and thirty- 
seyen captains. The subsistence depart- 
ment is reduced one colonel, one lieuten- 
ant-colonel and three majors. The ord- 
nance department is reduced one colonel, 
two majors, six captains and first lieuten- 
ants and ten store-keepers.
